Ravaging Farms and Ran ches Vecessity has Forced 
Large Number to Take to the Business to Avoid the

ONTEREY (Mex.) Aug. 10.— 


are reported from the rural 
districts and towns of the States of 


San Luis Potosi, Coahuila, Tamaull- 
pas, Guanajuato and Vera Crus. 
Thousands of freebooters are in the 
saddle and are ravaging the farms 
and ranches, the village stores and 
whatever property falls within their 
path. These roving bands of out- 
lawe usually operate boldly and 
openly and in some instances they 
are believed to have the support 
and sanction of the local government 
officials of their respective districts, 
where such authority exists, The 
condition of the country is almost in- 
Gescribably bad. It is not an in- 
frequent occurrence for a traveler 
between the city of Mexico and Mon- 
terey to be held up and robbed a 
half-dogen times while en route. All 
manner of means are taken to se- 
crete valuables and money when 
one enters a train or other convey- 
ance, to prevent the falling into 
the hands of bandits. The reign of 
brigandage that was widespread in 
Mexico at the time Porfirio Diaz be- 
came president was nothing to com- 
pare with that which now exists. 
Necessity has forced great num- 
bers men to take to 


in order to provide food 
C. tor themselves and their families. 


The practice of this kind of outlewry 
has become so general that it is now 
regarded even by the better element 
of citizenship as a more or less las- 
ful oceupation. 
RANCHES ARE SACKED. 

Several large American-owned 
ranches and plantations in the State 
of San Luis Potosi have been 
sacked recently by bandits. The Rio 
Tamasopa Sugar Company which is 
composed of Indiana men has been 
repeatedly preyed upon by outlaws 
during the last several weeks. Its

The Germans have gone several 
steps farther. All the accessories that 
the knights of old brought into play 
in the gentle art of fire-hurling were 
a bucket, its contents, and a good 
strong pair of arms. The modern 
Teutonic fiery fluid can be distributed 
much more deftly and with greater 
force by reason of a simple device, 
known as a “fire projector.” Petrol 
is poured into a tank under pressure 
of several hundred pounds per square 
inch, The tank is equipped with a 
long nozzle, and the petrol is: en- 
flamed as it leaves the nozzle by an 
electric spark. Thus the German 
soldier is able to sit safely behind his 
own lines and spray the enemy with 
fire over a distance of more than a 
hundred feet, much in the manner 
of a suburbanite watering his lawn 
with an oversized garden hose.

[New York Sun: 1 About all the 
various kinds of difficulties aviators 
usually ru nagainst singly seem to 
be “mobilized against our aviators 
across the Mexican border,” accord- 


ing to a regular army officer who is 


now in New York helping to round 
up military aviators to send to the 
Rio Grande. 

Army men had assumed, accord- 
ing to statements made by this of- 
ficer yesterday, that the American 
machines which have hung up good 
records here and are giving excel- 
lent service in the great war in 
Europe, would stand up under the 
tests to which they were put across 
the border. This has not been the 
case, the army man says. 

Among conditions bad for aviation 
which the officer said may all be 
found in Northern Mexico, are the 
thin air of an elevation as high as 
Denver, alr as dry as that of Min- 
neapolis, an extremely high tempera- 
ture, rising and falling air currents 
due to the desert,.and finally a soft 
light sand covered with low brush 
from which it fe difficult to get away 
into the air and dangerous ground 
upon which to land. 

The high altitude means a cut- 
ting down of the machine's climb- 
ing and weight carrying powers. The 
high temperature, said the army of- 
ficer, is so e during the day 
that often the aviation mechanics 
have to cool off chisels and other 
metal toole before handling them, 
and the heat sometimes brings the 
water in the radiators up to 140 
degrees, even when the motors are 
dead. j 
But the officer said the very worst 
trouble is with the aeroplane pro- 
pellers. So dry is the air that pro- 
pollers which can be run success- 
fully here for many hours some- 
times go to pieces after fanning the 
Mexican air only a few minutes. 
Difficulties with superheated water 
in radiators are being overcome by 
making the radiators deeper in order 
to get more cooling surface, The 
troubles ‘of landing and starting on 
the soft sand, also are being lessened 
the use of a new style of flat, 
wide tire. But there are many other 
troubles facing the aviators which 
baffle our flying men, not the least 
of which come from the ‘sudden 
whirlwinds, that scurry out of no- 
where and suddenly turn over ma- 
chines standing on the ground. 

The value of many aeroplanes of 
various types and numerous aviators 
to run them, concluded the army 
man, cannot be overestimated if we 
are to go into Mexico. The fiyers

OME idea of the aims that 
animate the Wilson administra- 
tion in its dealings with the in- 

habitants of Hawaii were related to 
The Times yesterday by a Wilson ap- 
pointee, who left the bench in dis- 
gust, because of what he described 
as the flagrant political juggiery of 
justice and the open and tolerated 
violation of the organic laws of the 
territory, under Democratic admin- 
istration of the island. 

Judge F. B. Stuart, formerly of 
Denver, who up to August 1, 1916, 
was first circuit judge of the Circuit 
Court of Hawaii, has resigned and 
in tendering his resignation to Presi- 
dent Wilson he severely criticises the 
administration of justice in the 
courts of the territory. 

QUITS IN DISGUST. 

Stuart alleges that he is a 
good ocrat, but he says that 
the manner in which the law has 
beefi consistently violated in Hawaii 
by Democratic politicians, with the 
full knowledge, consent and approval 
of the administration, hag so thor- 
oughly disgusted him that he re- 
— from the bench and will de- 
vote his best energies toward defeat- 
ing the Democrats and in electing 
Charles Evans Hughes. 

In one paragraph of ‘his letter of 
resignation to President Wilson, 
Judge Stuart says: 

“With one or two exceptions the 
entire patronage of the isiand has 
been bestowed upon active oppo- 
nents of the Democratic party. The 
recommendations of the leading 
Democrats and the Territorial Com- 


mittee have been turned down and 
in all instances disregarded.” 


GRAVE CHARGES.

HE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 


The threatened railroad strike has 


called attention to the fact that, at the sug- 
gestion of President Wilson, made two years 
ago, and more recently reiterated, a joint 
Congressional committee was created by the 
present Congress to inquire into the vari- 
ous phases of the railway problem and re- 


port such legislation as might be necessary — 


to solve it, whether by further government 
regulation or complete government owner- 
ship of railways. 

One of the complaints of the railroad cor- 
porations is the multiplicity and variety of 
State laws regulating railways, many of 
them inconsistent with each other, if not 
absolutely conflicting. It is not to be de- 
nied that some of these laws have impeded 
“the proper development of the trayspor- 
tation facilities of the country to a point 
where the rail carriers are falling far be- 
hind the normal industrial development.” 


To accommodate the growing business of 
the country the construction of short lines 
to feed trunk lines, the acquisition of more 
rolling stock and an increase and enlarge- 
ment of terminal facilities are needed. To 
finance these improvements requires large 
sums of money, and there is a growing re- 
luctance of capitalists to placing money 
where its productiveness, if not its safety, 
may be impaired by State or Federal laws. 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer says editorial- 
ly: “There are authorities, both in and out 
of the government service, who take the 
rather pessimistic view that the handling 
of the railway problem by government reg 
ulation has broken down. Many of these 
authorities profess to see no alternative 
save government ownership. It is impor- 
tant to note, in this connection, that many 
of these men are of a class hitherto ex- 


t have 


ernment ownérship. Their change of front 
furnishes an illuminating index of the se 
riousness with which the present railway 
situation throughout the United States is 
viewed.” 

It may be noted in this connection that 


the act creating the Congressional commit- 


tee of inquiry was amended So as to include 


a study of the advisability—under certain 


conservative members of the 
House and Senate, and the authority of the 
commission was enlarged to include an in- 
vestigation of the telephone and telegraph 
systems and the express companies. 

This commission has thus far paid but 
slight attention to the performance of the 
duties intrusted to it. The wents of the 


last week will probably stimulate it to ac 


tivity, and, instead of confining its labors 
to formulating legislation amplifying regu- 
lation of railroads, it may and probably will 
consider the grave basic change of substi- 
tuting government ownership for govern- 
ment regulation. 

The railway situation presents many prob- 
lems besides that of dealing with the 
menaced strike of a minority of employees. 
One of these problems is that of empower. 
ing the corporations to finance expansions 
to accommodate growing commercial ne- 
cessities, without increasing the charges for 
freight and passenger transportation. An- 
other problem is “to get away from the 
conflict, sectional discrimination and other 
embarrassments that flow from the divided 
control of national and State governments— 
in other words the abolishment of the ex- 
isting State railway commissions.” Such 
abolition would meet with vigorous opposi- 
tion from the members of forty-nine State 
railroad commissions and their employees 
and hangers-on. | / 

The proposition to substitute government 
ownership for government control has sud- 


denly assumed importance. It bids fair to - 


overshadow all other issues.

OF GREAT CITIES.

T LAST, after numerous and 
oftentimes deadly premonitory 
warnings, an age oid problem 

of our American life, local in its 


' specific applications yet national in 


its seope, has thundered its way into 
the popular consciousness. If we 
were not growing so rapidly, if we 
were not still making our own prece- 
dents, if we were given to regulating 
our lives strictly upon principles in- 
‘stead of at the behest of expediency,

As it is, we have had to walt for 
a man-made earthquake combined 
with a terrifying bombardment of 
our greatest port of entry, with dam- 


age amounting to $20,000,000 and a 


loss of life happily lacking in pro- 
portion to the danger, to serve as 
the object lesson which, truly, we 
desperately need. PDven yet, com- 
mentary on the explosion seems to 
be halting at Jersey City, as if the 
ruinous, appalling thing were some- 
— essentially a tale of those two 


As concerns the New York Har- 
bor disaster, the actual origin— 
whether it ‘prove one of accident or 
design—affects in no way the ulti- 
mate ‘cause, which was municipal 
possession of power without ade- 
quate responsibility, a condition of 
affairs that is no more peculiar to 
the relations between Jersey City 
and New York than it is to scores of 
other American communities, large 
and small. 

Every great center of population 
in the United States inevitably 
builds up lesser communities just 
outside of its own municipal lim- 
its—frequently, indeed, a whole fam- 
ily of suburbs which, where county 
lines are the only dividing bounds, 
tend to be absorbed in course of 


time into the municipality. They

But Wherever State lines divide, 
absorption remains impossible, al- 
identification of interests 
may make the primary and the sec- 
ondary populations, to all intents 


and purposes, an amalgamation. 
Conspicuous examples are New York 
and Jersey City; Philadelphia, in 
Pennsylvania, and Camden and 
Gloucester, in New Jersey; Wil- 
mington, in Delaware, and Penn- 
grove, in New Jersey, where great 
powder plants are located; St. Louis, 
in Missouri, and East St. Louis, in 
lilinois; Cincinnati, in Ohio, and 
Newport, in Kentucky, where only 
twenty-four hours later than Jersey 
City’s conflagration a great fire 


New York, cradling and rearing 
to exceptional population and riches 
the northern section of New Jersey, 
has been all along completely at the 
mercy of any and every laxity as to 
safety regulations which might pre- 
vail in Jersey City. Potentially, 
every great center lies at the mercy 
of its small neighbor's laxity or neg- 
ligence, and vice versa. Only in 
exceptional instances does this pe- 
cullar risk of explosions prevail. 
The material common danger is one 
of conflagrations which the parti 
tioning stream may not stay in the 
presence of unusually high winds. 
The moral dangers, now coming 
markedly into public notice, may in- 
clude drunkenness, gambling and 
the social evil 


As a matter of plain, unsensation- : 


al fact, these dangers are of appre- 
ciably larger importance precisely 
because they are so cOmmonplace 
and so chronic. They are all the 
more urgent because the persistent 
tendency is towards closer identifi- 
cation of the interests of such neigh- 
boring communities, while jealousy 
of corporate independence increases 
with the recognition of mutual eco- 
nomic dependence. 

It will be noted that this problem, 
simple in its essential difficulty, pre- 
sents several developments, all dif- 
ferent in their nature and, apparent- 
ly, susceptible of no one, common 
solution. Nevertheless, if it take 
the combined wisdom and experi- 
ence of the urban communities of 
this country it is becoming impera- 
tive that effective solutions be pro- 
vided. They should by no means 
prove impossible. |

SEATTLE CRITICS SPLIT ~— 
ON DRY LAW’S EFFECTS. 


Article in “The Times” Rouses Controversy in Puget 
Sound City and Evokes Violently Contradictory State- 


ments as to What Prohibition Really has Done—W hat 


Factions Have to Sar.

the appearance, in The Times 

of July 30, of an &rticle that 
related to conditions in Seattle since 
the advent of prohibition there. 
That article was written by a thor- 
oughly experienced and capable 
journalist of the northern city and 
was published as he wrote it. It has 
evoked criticism and also commen- 
dation, by telegram and letter from 
Seattle, the. whole correspondence 
embracing a mass of documents 
formidable in bulk and violently con- 
tradictory in statement. In the in- 
terest of absolute fairness, the two 
sides to the controversy, as pre- 


8 controversy has followed 


sented by their Seattle champions, 


are given herewith, 

The article that appeared in The 
Times was to the effect that business 
in Seattle had suffered because of 
prohibition and business men of the 
northwestern city privately said 
panic would have ensued there but 
for the return to normal of the 
great lumber industry; that realty 
values went down, rents dropped, 
taxes rose, new capital was timid, 
and the tourist traffic had slackened, 
and to offset the business loss, there 


has been no moral gain—that the 
prebibition law does not prohibit, 
as Seattle merely drinks a cheaper 
and more harmful brand of in- 
toxicants, sold for the most part by 
drug stores and professional boot- 
leggera. 
THE “DRY” VIEW. 

This caused the controversy. 
The prohibition side thereof is 
championed by C. B. Blethen, editor 
of the Seattle Times, who charac- 
terizes the article as “false as a 
whole and false in every particular.” 
In reply to it he cites matter that 
appeared in his own paper of May 
21, written in answer to a published 
letter of the Missouri Liquor 
Dealers” Association. Mr. Blethen 
takes the ground that drunkenness 
has decreased to a marked extent 
in Seattle since the advent of pro- 
hibition: that the drug-store evil has 
been misrepresented and that busi- 
ness has not suffered, but has made 
forward strides, 

Of the amount of drunkenness his 
article says: 

. “In March, 1915, only such 
‘drunks’ were recorded on the police 
blotter as caused disturbances war- 
ranting trial and punishment. Every 
man discovered by the police un- 
der the influence of liquor in March, 
1916, was arrested and recorded on 
the police blotter for punishment, 
and the old habit of letting more 
than one-half of the total number of 
‘drunks’ taken in, out of jail on 
sobering up the next day ha 
been abandoned. 

“The total arrests for crimes, 
growing out of the sale of liquor as 
recorded on the police biotter. were 
for March, 1915, 1679, for March, 
From the 1916 arrestr 
should be deducted, to sectre the 
correct point of view, forty-nine ar- 
rests of liquor people for violations 
of the dry law. This leaves March 
only 1039 arrests upon which «4 
comparison can be based. If then 
we add only 200 arrests for drunken- 
ness in March, 1915, which did not 
get to the police biotter, then the 
total for March, 1915, is to 
1979. March of this year was then 
marked by almost 1000 fewer ar- 
rests than March, 1915, under the 
wet law. In the first three months 
of 1915, 6265 persons were taken 
to the City Jail as a result of mis- 
use of liquor. In the same period 
in 1916 under the dry law, and in- 
cluding the violations of that law 
by the liquor people themselves, only 
2564 arrests were made, but these 
fizures do not take into consideration 
at least 1000 persons arrested in the 
three-month period of 1915, whose 
names did not get to the police biot- 
ter.” 

ABOUT “HOME DRINKERS.” . 


Mr. Riethen, in this answer, ad- 
mite the correctness of figures 
quoted by the Missouri Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers’ Association to prove 
“home-drinking is on the increase” 
in Seattle. These statistics are taken 
from the official records of permits 
iued for the importation of 
liquors—2117 of them in January, 
this year, 4269 in February and 6250 
in March. 

But, says Mr. Blethen, “the figures 
relative to the number of permits 
gare used by the liquor deal- 
ers to draw a false inference. It 
was natural that the number of 
permits under a law permitting the 
importation of liquor should increase 
as private supplies holding over 
from the wet period ran out.” 

Continuing his answer, he says: 

“The fourth paragraph speaks of 
an increase in the number of drug 
stores. It is perfectly true that this 
did occur, but the Nquor dealers 
failed to state that the most of these 
drug stores were started up by ex- 
saloonkeepers, who hoped thereby 
to beat the law. Nor does the 
Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion tell you that several score of 
arrests have been made among these 
new drug stores, and that latterly, 
many of them have been complete- 
ly wrecked by raiding squads as 
summary punishment.” | 

BUSINESS CONDITIONS, 

Under the caption, “Business has 
Increased,” he says: 

“Now, instead of suffering greatly 
financially, Seattle jn bank clear- 
ings, bank deposits and volume of 
business of every kind, excepting the 
handling of liquor, has vastly in- 
creased since the coming of the 
dry regime, January 1, of this year. 
I am not attempting to say that the 
dry law caused these things. I am 
merely stating it has happened. 

“No stores whatever have been 
vacated as à result of the dry law. 
Somewhat more than 300 saloons 
were closed and all but a very few 
of the locations occupied by these 
have since been occupied by entirely 
new business houses, Naturally the 
rent which a shoe store, a candy 
store or a specialty shop can pay in 
an old saloon location is less than 
could be afforded by the displaced 
bar. No other rentals in Seattle 
were reduced by the disappearance 
of the saloons. In fact there are 
many instances of increases in 
rentals of business locations and on 
the maln retail street of Seattle, 


‘Twithin the last few weeks, the high- 


est price ever paid for business real 


estate was recorded on the purchase 
of one lot by a dry goods house.” 

Mr. Blethen also gives out the 
following summary of figures re- 
cently published in his paper: 
New savings accounts. opened in 
Seattle since January 1, 7165. 
“Gain in bank deposits, first four

“Net increase in aggregate of sav- 
ings deposits, first six months of

He adds: “I am a large tax- 
payer and an old citizen here and 
one of the trustees of the Chamber 
of Commerce and a trustee of the

DRINKING. STATISTICS. 


To support his case Mr. Sweeney 
cites, among other things, headlines 
and extracts from Seattle newspa- 
pers. Here are a few bearing on 
the question of the prevalence of 
drunkenness: — 

“Arrests, April, 1915, for drunk- 
enness, when saloons were running, 
average, twelve per day; Saturday, 
April 8, last, twenty-three were ar- 
rested and booked for drunkenness.” 
(Identified as a statement from po- 
lice headquarters.) 

“Records at police headquarters 
for March, 1915. showed 368 arrests 
for drunkenness. 

“During March, 1916 (under so- 
called prohibition) there were 331 
drunken persons arrested on the 
streets of Seattle, including boys un- 
der 21 ysars of age. 

“What do the well-meaning - 
ers of Wash mn who voted for 
prohibition in the belief that it 
— 2 a the boys” and remove

“Will they consent to the con- 
tinuance of a condition which makes 
these things possible or do they pre- 
fer a regulation of the traffic that 
will exclude their boys from places 
where liquor is sold?

tion bootleggers and blind-piggers 
would have no opportunity to dis- 
— it.” (From. a statement of 

he Washington State Hotel Associa- 
tion, printed as such in the Seattle 
Sunday Times, April 9, 1916.) 

“All records far drunkenness ar- 
rests this year were shattered over 
Saturday night and Sunday, sixty- 
one drunks faced Judge Gordon 
Monday morning and were fined 
from $10 to $25 each. The highest 
previous number of arrests for in- 
toxication in one day was forty-two.” 
(Seattle Star, May 8, 1916. | 

“One-third of the persons arrested 
in April were for drunkenness.” 
(Seattle Star, May 6, 1916.) 

“DOES NOT PROHIBIT.” 

As to the effectiveness of the pro- 
hibition law: 

The newspapers published a state- 
ment made at a Municipal League 
luncheon, April 25, by Alfred E. 
Lundin, the prosecuting attorney at 
Seattle and regarded as an out-and- 
out “dry.” Mr. Lundin is quoted as 
saying: “Prohibition does not pro- 
hibit.” And again: “Juries do not 
convict bootleggers; hence, there is 
no co-operation by the people.” He 
recommended the formation of a vig- 
llance committee. 

Mr. Sweeney, commenting on gen- 
eral business conditions, makes the 
point that the business effects of 
prohibition have not been in part 
offset only by the revival in the 
lumber trade. The shipbuilding in- 
dustry has gone ahead there, as else- 
where, with $11,000,000 in contracts 
in the shipyards at one time, and 
the imports and exports have shown 
large gains, dué to general commer- 
cial conditions. These gains for the 
first three months of this year were 
$37,100,150 over the figures of the 
corresponding months last year. All 
this business, incidental to war- 
made changes affecting the whole 
country and the world, has helped 
gloss over the real workings of pro- 
hibition on Seattle’s commercial life, 
it is declared. 2 

ILLICIT GAINS. 

Of the drug-store evil the Wash- 
ington State Hotel Association's 
statement, published in the Seattle 
Times, says: 

“It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that since January 1 a certain 
class of drug stores In Seattle and 
other cities throughout Washington 
are open both day and night-——blind 
pigs and bootleggers are conserva-~ 
tively estimated to have sold dou- 
ble the amount which was lawfully 
imported into the State. In other 
words, Seattle inherits all of the 
evils but retains none of the reve- 
nues under the workings of the 
present prohibition measure.” 

There is also a protest raised 
against the tactics of the Seattle au- 
thorities in enforcing the dry law. 
Mr. Sweeney cites some instances of 
destruction of property, “without 
any decree of law or order of 
court,” incidental to liquor raids, 
and cites this from the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer of March 14, 1916: 

‘The home of Rabbi Benjamin 
Cohen, of the Bellingham Jewish 
Synagogue, was raided by the police 
for having some wine in his home; 
he admitted he had, and stated it 
was for sacramental purposes (be- 
ing orthodox.)”

CALIFORNIA HORSES. 


Number in State Little Changed After Drain. of Two 


Years for European Service—Agricultural Board Re- 


ports Higher Prices for Products of the Soil, Which 
More than Makes up for Shorter Crops. + - | 


HE statistical report of the Cal- 
1 ifornia State Board of Agricul- 
ture, just issued, shows that, 
despite the constant drain on the 
State’s supply of draught and saddle 
horses, occasioned by the Euro- 
pean war, the number reported on 
the farms and ranges within the 
State remains practically the same as 
before the war. 
In 1914 the number reported was 
603,000, while the present figures 


show 493,000. The average value 
of the horses in the State is given 


at $108, or a total value of $53,- 
444,000. 

The decline in the number of 
mules ht. There 


is also very 
were 74,000 in 1914 and 70,000 re- 
ported in 1913. The average value 
per head fell off from $120 to $110, 
a condition which is hard to account 
for as the market for mules has been 
strong the last two years. 

Cattle increased from 1,480,000 to 
1,554,000, but the average price de- 
clined from $39.30 to $36.30. The 
largest falling off of any class of 
farm animal was in that of sheep, 


Ja loss of 60,000, in face of the fact 


that the number exported in 1915 
was only 40,000, as against 78,000 the 
previous year. The only satisfactory 
explanation is that the heavy de- 
mand for mutton and the resultant 
high price has caused sheep men to 
send their animals to market rather 
than hold them for the wool cut, 
and this, too, despite the high price 
of wool. 
HIGHER PRICES. 


In the matter of crops there 16 a 
slight decline in gross production, 
but better prices have prevailed in 
the main. Barley, a crop in which 
California usually leads, showed a 
falling off that enabled North Da- 
kota and Minnesota to outstrip this 
State. 

The acreage in barley decreased 
from 1,402,000 in 1914 to 1,360,000 
in 1915, and the production fell one 
bushel per acre, but the price more 
than compensated for the loss, as 
62 cents was secured in 1915 as 
against 59 cents in 1914, Corn 
showed a slight increase in acfeage 
and a considerable increase in the 
number of -bushels per acre pro- 
duced, being an average of five 
bushels, while the price was 88 cents 
as against 87 cents the previous 
year. The production of winter 
wheat shows a considerable increase 
in both acreage and volume, but the 


number of bushels to the acre de- 
clined from seventeen to sixteen and 
the price from $1.04 to 95 cents, 
leaving the value of the crop about 
stationary. 

There was a falling off in hay in 
acreage, average production per 
acre and in the total produced, but 
higher prices evened up * score, as 
the average price per ton at the farm 
wee en in 1915 as against $8.20 
nil A 

_. RICE A STABLE CROP. 


A coincidence occurs in the fig- 
ures concerning the production of 
rice. This industry is making rapid 
progress and the quality of the 
product is staple. The peculiar fact 
develops that there were 16,000 
acres of rice in 1914, which pro- 
duced 444,000 sacks, and 32,000 acres 
in 1915 produced exactly double that 
number, or $88,000 sacks. 

The production of sugar beets in- 
creases apace and the price con- 
tinues to increase. 

Turkish tobacco, while as yet in 
its infancy as a California prodtct, 
and while the growers have been 
much discouraged by the poor price 
their crop has so far brought, is a 
crop of much promise. Great hopes 
are entertained for a carfoad re- 
cently shipped to Australia, as an 
experiment, which should it prove 
satisfactory to the antipodean manu- 
facturers would at once create & 
market that would foster and de- 
velop the industry. Ps

FRUIT AND RAISINS. 

Citrus men have done well, the in- 
creased demand for lemons ving 
more than compensated for the loss 
on oranges. The raisin crop, how- 
ever, has beaten all previous records 
in the amount produced and the 
price received. 

An interesting fact In connection 
with the present political situation is 
that should California go dry, the 
rest of the United States would be 
hard put for sweet wine, for of the 
17,168,000 gallons produced in this 
country California vineyards raise 
the grapes and California wineries 
press and bottle 16,868,000 gallons.

In the winter 
of 1867-68, at a point near Potrero 
Chico, where the channel swerved 
sharply to the west, the river broke 
out to the south and formed a new 
channel which carried virtually the 


entire flow of the river into Alamitos | 


Bay. The new channel was called 
New River, but is now commonly 
called the San Gabriel. . 

In the early 706 a ditch 
below Duarte broke out and. 
ditch became what is now known as 
Lexington wash, and a large portion 
of the flow of the San Gabriel River 
was diverted into its former channel, 
now Los Angeles River. In 1884 
the Santh Fe Railroad Company built 
diversion works to confine the flow 
to the easterly (new river) channel, 


but in 1891, during a high flow, the 


The flood of February; 1914, de- 
posited in the harbors about 4,000,- 
000 cubic yards of silt. The channel 
owned by the Consolidated Lumber 
Company was shoaled about eighteen 
feet for its full length. Ite useful- 
ness was entirely destroyed and its 
large commerce has had to find ac- 
commodation elsewhere in the har- 
bor at an increased cost.

extend about six and a half miles. 

If the shorter route should be 
taken the volume of excavation 
necessary would increase sharply 
for approximately a mile and a half 
and then drop off gradually in the 
next half-mile until the diverted 
waters would flow out onto the low- 
lands and be restrained by levees for 
about two and a half miles, when 
another cut would be necessary to 
conduct the water across the ridge 
near the intersection of Anaheim 
road and Nimeno street, Long Beach. 
This latter cut would be approxi- 
mately three-quarters of a mile in 


length, with an average excavation 


of seven feet. From the end of 


this proposed cut it is about one 
and three-quarters miles to 
ocean. Restraining levees would be 
built for that distance.

COUNTY'S 


RETRENCHMENT CRUX:OF 


ROAD POLICY. 


HE general road construction 
Policy of the Board of Super- 
Visors was announced yester- 
day and a trend toward retrench- 
ment was definitely shown. Instead 
of the building of numerous addi- 
tional roads under the general county 
tax levy system, the board will en- 
courage the building of local roads 
on the percentage basis, the prop- 
erty owners to be benefited paying 
for the work, while the county will 
furnish the rock, cement and oll. 
The county’s share of the State 
vehicle tax is to be devoted for the 
next four years to the completion of 
the originally planned system of 
highways. This calls for the finish- 
ing of the Mint Canyon road, the 
Harbor boulevard and truck road, 
the Brea Canyon connection with 
the Orange ccunty highway system 
on the basis already agreed upon, 
the Castaic connection with the Ven- 
tura county system, the. San Ga- 
briel Canyon road and the Covina- 
to-Wailnut connection with the Brea 
Canyon road. 
Any balance left each year after 
a reasonable allotment of funds on 
these main projects is to be devoted 


ta highways of general value to the 
entire county, and particularly to 


canyon roads. In this connection 
the board will insist that the State 
Highway Commission construct the 
Arroyo Seco road at the earliest prac- 
tical time, from the proceeds of 
the proposed State bond issue. 
After the road district improve- 
ments now definitely projected are 
finally completed, only such roads 
as the board shall by resolution de- 
clare necessary parts of the county 
system,. shall be constructed with 


In the future, when the county 
furnishes materials up to 50 per 
cent. of the cost pian, the tax levy 
on the road must be reduced to a 
maximum of 4 cents on the $100. 
The Monolith cement piant is to con- 
tinue operations in order to furnish 
the cement for such projects. 


Maintenance of dirt roads is to be 
charged as heretofore, to the sev- 
eral road districts in which they are 
located and preference in mainte- 
nance is to be given those roads 
which lead to packing plans, indus- 
trial centers of other kinds and the 
seats of greatest population. The 
road foremen are instructed, how- 
ever, that they must keep all roads 
in their districts in safe and passable 


conditions.

City’s Taking in of the Palms 
District Spoils Plan. 


County Cannot Help Highway 
Within Municinali 


Only Chance is for Council 
to Provide Funds. 

Unless the city of Los Angeles pro- 
poses to pay a part of the cost of 
building an extension of Mesa drive 
from Slauson avenue. north to 
Adams street at Crenshaw boule- 
vard, the project may have to, be 
abandoned and thousands of dollars 
will be lost by property owners who 
worked for more than a year on 
Plans for the construction of the 


In 1915 a deed to a 60-foot right 
of way from Slauson avenue to 
Adams street was obtained from 
property owners interested in the 
project and filed with the county, 
with the understanding that a county 
road improvement district would be 
formed to work in behalf of the 
movement, and that the county would 
furnish rock and oil free, which 
would amount to about one-third of 
the cost of building the road.“ 

Steps were taken to form this dis- 
trict, but before the plans were com- 
pleted a portion of the road included 
in the Palms district was annexed 
to the city. In accordance with the 
law governing road improvement dis- 
tricts, it became necessary to exclude 
this portion of the road from the 
original plans. . 

County officials declared they could 


not appropriate funds to pay any part 


of the cost of the road within the 
city Umits. Therefore, if some plan 
is not adopted by the city whereby 
it Will assume part of the cost of 
the improvement the project will be 
abandoned and the road will termi- 
— in a cabbage patch near the city 
ne. 

In reply to a communication from 
the property owners in the district 
asking for the assistance of the Board 
of Public Works in completing the 
project, the City Engineer stated in 
a recent report that the city would 
have to appropriate approximately 
$8000, on the basis of the first esti- 
mate, if it proposed to assume part 
of the cost of the improvement. 

The report of the City Engineer to 
the Board of Public Works is, in 
part: 5 

“Mesa drive is sixty feet wide and 
extends from Adams street at Cren- 
shaw boulevard south to Mesa drive, 
extending southerly from Slauson 
avenue. Plans and specifications have 
been drawn by the county for this 
improvement, extending «from 
Slauson avenue to the south boundary 
line of the city of Los Angeles. 

“This portion of the road is 2.08 
miles long and a 20-foot strip is to 
be paved with five inches of concrete 
and a coat of oil and rock screen- 
ings, together with two-foot shouwl- 
ders of disintegrated granite. 
county estimates that this will cost 
$29,526.87, of which they are to fur- 
nish the materials, amounting to 
$14,899.49. or about 60.5 per cent. 
of the total cost. The work is now 
being advertised and the bids will 
shortly be received for this work. 

“The portion of the street within 
the limits of the city is approxi- 
mately 5225 feet long. I have made 
a preliminary estimate of the cost of 
this improvement within the city. 
This estimate is approximate only, 
as we have not at present any pro- 
file of this street and have not made 
a study of.the grades. 

THE TOTAL COST. 


“This estimate is based on the 
following assumptions: 1. That the 
grade will fit the existing ground 
surface as closely ag possible, making 
an average cut of one foot, the 
ground being low and flat. 

(2.) The pavement is to be twenty 
feet wide and to consist of 56-inch 
concrete base, an asphaltic cement 
paint binder, and a 2-inch asphalt 
wearing surface, at a cost of 12 
cents per square foot. 

(3.) Two-foot shoulders to be 
made of macadam at a cost of 8 
cents per square foot. The estimate 
for the work would be about $16,090. 
As the country is low it might be 
advisable to raise the roadway one 
foot above the surrounding country. 
This would cost another $2500, mak- 
ing the total cost of $18,590.” 

It was pointed out in a report of 
the property owners in the district 
that a road connecting the West 
Adams street boulevard at about 
Tenth avenue with the Slauson ave- 
nue-Redondo boulevard at Mesa 
drive would save. three miles over 
the nearest through road (Western 
avenue) and five miles over the near- 
est paved road (Vermont avenue) 
between Arlington Heights, Venice, 
Santa Monica, Beverly, Hollywood 
and other points on the north, and 
Angeles Mesa, St. Mary's Academy, 
Hyde Park, Inglewood, Redondo and 
other points to the south. 

It is stated in the report that this 
is the farthest point to the west for 
the construction of a boulevard over 
reasonable grades, because of the 
Baldwin Hills. The road is in a 
direct line south of Cahuenga Pass. 
Hollywood, the entrance to the San 
Fernando Valley and the State high- 
way north. |

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 19.— [To 
the Editor of The Times:] We 
had the privilege last Tuesday eve- 
ning of listening to Hiram; he was 
at his best and made the best talk 


he could, for Hiram. His speech 
was more remarkable for what he 
did not than for what he did say. 
He assured us that he was going to 
vote for Hughes, but it was evident 
that it was a bitter pill. He also 
‘assured us that if we sent him to 
Washington he would strive to do 
for the nation what he had done 
for the State. 

Four years ago a Senator, who 
was also a deputy labor commis- 
sioner, introduced and got passed a 
bill that raised his own salary as 
labor commissioner, and Hiram 
signed the bill. And two years 
later the same Senator repeated the 
dose (he believed it to be a good 
thing for him,) and Hiram signed 
the bill. He had learned in Sab- 
bath-school: “For unto every one 
that hath shall be given, and he 
shall have abundance: but from him 
that hath not shall be taken away 
3 that which he hath.” Matt. 

And the same idea (not quite so 
rank) has permeated our State gov- 
ernment for the last six years. In 
1910 the Railroad Commission cost 
the State $33,715.74. For the year 
ending June 30, 1916, the same 
commission cost the State $670,000. 
We have it on paper that they did 
a whole lot of things, but nobody 
has been able to perceive at any 
time during the last six years that 
the cost of living has been reduced. 
But we can see that the governing 
class has been benefited to the ex- 
tent of several million dollars per 
year. And the ultimate payment of 
all taxes is labor. 

There are many wrongs in Call- 
fornia that need righting. Hiram 
should not jump his job unless he 
is tired of being good. Our State 
Tax Commission is complaining that 
land-hogs’ are holding millions of 
acres of land from use and retard- 
ing the growth (progress) of the 
State, and asking for suggestions. 
There is a chance for Hiram to 
show his statesmanship and love 
for humanity. Will he do it? “A 
statesman desires to do things for 
the people. A politician desires 
the people to do things for him. 
One can usually tell which class a

GROWTH IN SCHOOLS. 


Los Angeles county will have to 
supply school facilities for 143,017 


children in the city and county this . 


fall, according to a report made 
yesterday by Assistant County Super- 
intendent of Schools Wheat, who has 
been investigating the matter. The 
opening date is September 11. 

The enrollment in the high schools 


of Los Angeles city is expected to 
exceed that of last year by more 
than 6000. At the end of the last 


school period the enrollment was 


20,185. It ts estimated that at least 
26,211 pupils will be found in the 


secondary educational ranks the en- 


suing year. 

The enrollment in the elementary 
public schools will be about 67,250, 
as against 74,350 last year. It is 
expected the slight decrease estimat- 
ed at this time may be fully made 
up and the record of last year at 
least equaled, if not surpassed. 

Taking into consideration the en- 
tire county, the enrollment of pupils 
this year, it is estimated, will ex- 
ceed that of last by approximately 
13,594. According to Asst. Supt. 
Wheat, the increase will slightly ex- 
ceed 4 per cent., which is a normal 
and healthy growth, indicative of in- 
crease in population and prosperity 
of the county and city.

BOWL OF STONE-AGE MAN. 


NTEREST of archaeologists has 
been roused by the discovery on 
the property of D. J. Tripp of 
Riverside county of a large stone 
according to all indica- 
tions, is a product of the Stone Age. 
The curio is now in the possession 


ot ex-Justice George W. Glover of 


South Pasadena. 

The bowl was found thirty-five 
feet below the surface of the Tripp 
ranch on a large boulder bed uncov- 
ered when the Temescal River dur- 
ing the storms of last winter washed 
away an abutting bank for seventy- 
five feet inland. Two other curios 
of the same rock material, a stone 
hammer and a stone axe, both of 
equally apparent antiquity, were dis- 
covered at the same time. Unfortu- 
nately, however, strangers carried off 
the latter two pieces and the bowl | 
ig all that remains of the set.

Mr, Glover's theory is that the 
bowl and its companion axe and 
hammer were brought to Southern 
California by a giacier. The ex- 
justice, who has studied geology and 
geological formations extensively, 
states that the boulder bed on which 
the curios were found has the ap- 
pearance of being the tall of a glacial 
moraine. On the boulder bed were 
Several stones of this same strange 
gray granite of which the bowl is 
made—a granite apparently abso- 
lutely foreign to uthern Call- 
fornia.

STRAIGHT AMERICA. Frances

Miss Kellor’s “Straight America” 
is tremendously impressive. It is 
a recent volume in Our National

The lack of interest in immt- 
grants leaves them helpless for the

tors; the lack of ‘uniform naturali- 
zation privileges throughout the 
States is bewildering and discrimi- 
nating; yet the number of foreigners 
continues to increase, and unless 
they are assimilated and trans- 
formed into Americans, they will 
shortly constitute a greater menace 
to the country than any power be- 
yond its boundaries. Miss Kellor 
finds the “illiteracy test” absurd, 
and suggests that all immigrants 
should be required to take out 
naturalization papers and learn 
English within five years or be de- 
ported; and that they should de 
given opportunities to learn what 
American citizenship really means 
Official consideration 


The indifference of the “patriotic” 
American to the newcomer is, she 
says, a great defect in getting aliens 
Americanized. “Another native 
American illusion is that the im-

No book has been written that 
more ably reviews the problem.

A CALIFORNIAN AT THE FRONT. 


A SOLDIER OF THE LEGION. By Ka- 
werd Morlae. Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany. Boston. 


Sergt. Morlae was born in Califor- 
nia where his father, a captain in 
the French army, came after the 
Franco-Prussian War. Sergt. Morlae 
is much the soldier of fortune, hav- 
ing got in and out of scrapes in Mex- 
ico and the Philippines. On the 
morning of August 3, 1914, he packed 
his grip in Los Angeles and started 
for Europe to fight for France. He 
enlisted in the Foreign Legion, soon 


became a sergeant, and took part in 


the terrible offensive last fall when 
more than 3000 of the Legion led a 
charge on German trenches, took and 
held these trenches, but only some 
800 men remained alive or un- 
wounded when the work was done. 

The men of the Legion for the 
most part are made up of the riff- 
raff and criminals from all parts of 
the world who have ducked into the 
Frenah foreign service to become im- 
mune from prosecution. 

“In my own section there were 
‘men of all races and nationalities. 
There were Russians and Turks, an 
Annamite and a Hindu. There were 
Frenchmen from God knows where. 
There was a German, God only knows 
why. There were Bulgars, Serbs, 
Greeks, negroes, an Italian and a Fiji 
Islander fresh from an Oxford edu- 
cation.” 

Several Americans were also in his 
section, but most of them were “re- 
putable adventurers” looking for ex- 
citement. 

Sergt. Moriae says that he is 
proud to have served with them, for 
no matter what their morals are or 
may have been, they are men. Once 
when the debris from a big shell 
buried him, his friends came run 
ning and at the risk of their necks 
dug him out, but someone among 
them did not neglect to pick his 
pocket and get his purse. 

Going into action the men fjibed 
each other with jests that sound 
harsh to those accustomed to think- 
ing soldiers approach the possibility 
of death with seemly awe.

“With Meredith gone and James 
gone, only Thomas Hardy remains 
to challenge the position of Joseph 
Conrad, the Pole, as the first of 
living English novelists,” declares

rad which recently began to appear 
in four parts in the Baltimore Eve- 
ning Sun. Mr. Mencken says: 

“Conrad has been steadily grow- 
ing in stature for a dozen years; he 
has of late taken his undisputed 
place in the frotn rank. A sombre 
spirit, still overwhelmingly Slavic, 
despite his long expatriation, he has 
brought into English fictino a note 
that sounds a deep base beneath the 

prevailing chatter of lighter tones. 
Thereis no one like him; there is 
no one even remotely like him. 
. . »« He has restored passion to 
the English novel. He has, rescued 
it from mere clever craftsmanship, 
and put into it the sober beauty of 
a profound and moving art.” 


Selincourt, author of “The Encoun- 
ter,” Tante,“ etc., says that her 
earliest ambition was to be a paint- 
er, and that she slipped into novel 
writing almost by accident. As a 
child Mrs. de Selincourt, although

{Richard Spillane in Commerce 
and Finance:] From various points 
along the line from the East to the 
Rio Gradne come reports that where 
trains containing troops stopped and 
the militiamen got out to stretch 
their legs to buy things to eat, to 
bathe or get shaved, the townspeo- 
ple immediately raised prices and 
made the needs of the sildiers an 
opportunity for a money harvest 


cents. A shave went from 10 to 26 
cents. Restaurants raised prices 
on everything. 80 did friut dealers. 
Hotels, to which men went to get 
a bath because all the bath tubs of 
barber shops were insufficient for 
the influx of mili 

$2.60 for “room and bath,” although 
the soldier only wanted to get into 
a tub and get the cinders. and the 
soot out of his hair and his skin and 
gave up the room so soon as has was 
cleansed. 

The person who takes advantage 
of a soldier's needs to plunder him 
is despicable.

it looks as if a lengthy telegram is 
required. ble tolls are $2 a word 
from his part of China, and the mes- 
sage would be expensive in plain 
language.

THE WONDERS OF CODES. 

Secrecy is usually less important 
in mission messages than economy; 
but every government and many 
large business houses have special 
codes which are meant to veil their 
dispatches. Edgar Ellan Poe says 
that no secret writing can be de- 
vised which cannot be deciphered. 
Once, in Peking an acquaintance 
whose own presence there could not 
be explained in the newspapers, of- 
fered to get for me a translation of 
any message that went out over the 
wires from any of the legations. The 
reading of rival codes is part of the 
“great game“ of international in- 
trigue. 

Since the publication in 1903 of 
Whitelaw'’s 401,000,000 pronounce- 
able words of five letters each, all 
the standard codes are changing to 
the five-letter word form, which per- 
mits the combination of two code 
words into one, ten letters being 
the Umit allowed. 

Formerly codes had to be made 
up from a list of 200,000 continental 
words, from six to ten letters long. 
Now since 1903, when the Interna- 
{tional Telegraphinc Convention was 
held in London, arbitrary words of 
five or ten letters are permissible, the 
only stipulation being pronouncibil- 
ity.

SAYS FILIPINOS 


_ DESPISE JAPS. 


to the Nipponese. 


Had European Civilization for 
Four Hundred Four 


1 Have Thrived Under 
Rule of Americans. 


IA. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

TOKIO, July 15.—Dr. Inazo Ni- 
tobe, a Japanese scholar. well- 
known in the United States, where 
he spent several years, has just pub- 
lished impressions of a recent visit 
to the Philippine Islands and his 
articles have attracted wide atten- 
tion in Japan. 

Dr. Nitobe said he heard many 
Americans in the Philippines ex- 


press belief that the islands would 
ultimately pass into the hands of 
the Japanese, but he believed the 
attitude of the natives — be 
quite different. 


“The natives,” sald he, “believe 


they are superior to the Japanese, 
having enjoyed a European civiliza- 
tion for four hundred years and hav- 
ing used a language derived from 
the Latin. As a matter of fact the 
Filipinos are no equal for the Japa- 
nese in politics, national defense or 


industry, but possessing as they do 


such foreign ideas and customs, 
though ancient, they rather look 
down upon the Japanese. It remains 


a serious question whether they 


would condescend to look up to the 
Japanese as their superiors. 


“They have, furthermore, not 
neglected ‘to pay close attention to 


the Japanese administration in For- 
mosa and Korea. While Japan's ad- 
ministration is not without its faults, 
it has been as a rule a great success, 


and yet when comparison is made 
between Japan's colonial adminis-_ 
tration and that of America in the 


Philippines, they are widely dif- 
ferent. 


“In the Philippines the natives 


enjoy unlimited liberty of speech; 
they write and discuss as they like, 


and no official intervention takes 
place. Viewed from this respect 


alone, would the Filipino welcome 
Japanese control, when he realized 
the present condition of Japan's 
policy in Formosa and Korea?’ 
The writer referred to the many 


political liberties and prerogatives 


possessed by the Filipinos under 
American rule, and spoke partic- 

y of the fact that American 
teachers in the public schools are 
gradually being replaced by native 
instructors. He added: “Visit the 
primary schools and you will see the 
native instructors teaching very pa- 
triotic songs, with the spirit of in- 
dependence the dominating note, 
such as ‘My Native Land, the Philip- 
pines, the Philippines.’ 

“In the high schools native books 
are used as text-books, encouraging 
the spirit of political independence. 
There were more than eighty dia- 
lects in these islands, but today Eng- 


lish is the common language, thus 


uniting the diversed inhabitants into 
one. 

“Our wonder grows, then, why the 
natives under such favorable condi- 
tions chould desire to discard Amer- 


ican rule to be replaced by that of 


Japan.” 

. Nitobe pointed out that the 
United States spends the huge sum 
of $30,000,000 annually in the Phil- 
ippines. Add to this the immovable 
capital already invested in the is- 
lands, something like from $25,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000 more. It was not 
necessary, he said, to enumerate the 
blessings that have been brought 
about to the natives by the inflow 
of such a large amount of specie.- 
Their wages have increased and the 
standard of living has been raised. 
Should the Philippines be trans- 
ferred to Japan now, for instance, 
ft. would be hard to gain such ad- 

vantages as these in the immediate 
future, even if 9 might come in 
the long run. The writer added: 
“Try as I will, it is hard for me to 
find a reason to welcome the Japa- 
nese. It seems to me that the de- 
sire of transferring the ownership 
in some fitting form comes from the 
American inhabitants rather than 
from the Filipinos themselves.” 

In conclusion Prof. Nitobe de- 
clared that it was absurd for Japa- 
nese to talk about the acquisition of 
the Philippines. Their cry should be 
“Southward Ho” in commerce, but 
not in territorial aggrandizement. 
He felt confident that the American 


| government would not object to 


economic enterprise by the Japanese 
in the Philippines. Indeed, he had 
been informed on his visit that in 
not one single instance has a busi- 
ness proposition by the Japanese 
been oposed by the authorities.

A SUBMARINE’S ESCAPE. | WILSO 


Its Nose Was Blown Of by Mine 


{London Correspondence New| 


York Sun:] “In a certain dockyard 
in England there is to be found a 


splendid tribute to the prowess of 


British submarines and the skill of 
those who man them, It is one of 
the finest of the British undersea 
boats, which, with her bow twisted 
and bent as the result of a collision 


with an enemy mine in enemy} 


waters, covered a distance of almost 
300 miles under her own power and 


arrived safely in a home port. 
Through the courtesy of the British | 
Admiralty I was permitted to 


this submarine and talk with — 
officers and crew. 
“She is in harbor, with her bow 


facing torn into strips and two of her Postmast 


torpedo tubes crushed. Her plates 


are crumpled, two of her bulkheads 


are broken away at the bow; but in 
her tubes are two unexploded tor- 
pedoes. Their casing is twisted and 
staved in and the mouth of the aft 
tube is jammed. But the quality of 
the high explosive in her torpedoes 
and the mechanism controlling it 


prevented an explosion, thus saving | to 
her from total destruction.

He is 
lying down on his job. Labor, never more dear or 
scarce, is lacking in efficiency at a time when the max- 
imum effort is necessary to prevent business paralysis.” 

Thus, in the midst of prosperity, business is having 
serious hard times. The blame is attributed to the 
dominating and independent attitude of labor. Curi- 
ously enough, labor does not shirk the allegations of 
its critics. It acknowledges that for many — 
past, by strike or otherwise, in factory village, mill 
town and industrial city, the country over, it has been 
tapping the profit sap out of the prosperity tree of 

business. And having forced the wage standard to 
the wave’s crest, these headlines it has flashed upon 
its bulletin board, regardless of the general welfare:

Now, it is a sort of habit of business always to be 
harping on the disaffection of its laborers, if for no 
reason other than to keep the nose of the worker close 
to the industrial grindstone. But in these wild-fire 
business times, the ery of the employer to his men to 
earn the enormous wages he has yielded to them, 
springs from motives of self-preservation when trade 


speed is geared to its highest. The steamcocks of busi- 


ness really can not be shut off. The pressure of trade 
must continue so long as orders keep crowding in. 
Practically every plant in the country is for 
months to come, many for deliveries as far ahead as late 
in 1917. I know of machine works in New England 
booked up until 1918. Not all of these orders are 1 
foreign origin. Take, for example, steel. It has been 
2 assumed chat domestic consumers have 
ailed to receive material owing to heavy buying 
abroad. Charles M. Schwab is authority for the 
statement that less than ten per cent of our steel pro- 
duction is now being exported. “At least seventy- 
five per cent of it,” testified another prominent man- 
ufacturer, is for domestic consumption. Accepted 
contracts last month for domestic shop extension 
alone aggregated eighty-two per cent of the structural 
output. 

“Of what is this indicative?” he was asked. 

“That America, in the high tide of a stupendous 
war-born trade, is preparing of necessity, now, for 
trade after the war. 


, owing to labor’s refusal to be one hundred per 
cent efficient, in steel thereisafamine. I could quote 
a dozen hardships this has caused to general business. 
One: A man I know recently steel beams for 
factory extension. It meant thousands of dollars to 
him to have the building completed at a certain time. 
The best quotation he could get from the steel mills 
was five cents a pound for delivery within nine 
months. Regardless of the price, he could not wait 
so long. So he sent a man about the country — 

search of beams. In an Ohio village he found a 
available lot, although they had seen long service. He 
bought them at a high price and after considerable 
difficulty took them to his plant yard. Then, in the 
erection work, a strike occurred. This settled, after 
great expense of time and money, labor refused to

Yet, both capital and labor confess that after their 
bills have been paid, less money is left to both than 
before the from sea-to-sea and gulf-to-lakes business 
boom hit American industry. Never before has the 
workingman faced such high costs in living. Nor 
has the producer ever been in such a icament as 
now, for continually advancing is the price of all 
i of raw material entering into manufacture. 
From day to day fluctuations occur in the expenses of 
both the employer and the worker at a trade, always 
igher, never lower. And the manufacturer who has 
his product in advance for the year 1916, though 
his plant may run steadily during the twelve months, 
is more apt not to find, when he strikes a balance 
at the year’s end, that his net profits will foot up with 
a minus sign in front. 


Prosperity lies in abundance of cheap products. 


‘Today any factory man will tell you that the produc- 


ing cost has since passed the danger point—up- 
wards. Recently agents of the Federal rve set 
out to ascertain why this is so. Answers to ninety-* 


seven per cent of several thousand letters addressed ha 


to all kinds reg startli 
explanation whic n incorpora an offici 
report to the Federal Government: 3 

“The future of business rests squarely upon the 
shoulders of the working man of America. He is 
lying down on his job. Labor, never more dear or 
searce, is lacking in efficiency at a time when the max- 
imum effort is necessary to prevent business paralysis.” 

Thus, in the midst of prosperity, business is having 
serious hard times. The blame is attributed to the 
dominating and independent attitude of labor. Curi- 
ously enough, labor does not shirk the allegations of 
past, by strike or otherwise, in factory vi mi 
town and industrial city, the country over, it has been 
tapping the profit sap out of the prosperity tree of 
business. And having forced the wage standard to 
the wave’s crest, these headlines it has flashed upon 
its bulletin board, regardless of the general welfare: 

Employment Only To Those Licensed By Labor To 
Work—Restricted Output—Limited Machine Capacity 
—Shorter Working Hours. 

I asked the secretary of the central labor union in a 
large seaboard city to explain why labor is trying to 
force business to walk so many different kinds of 
planks at the same time. 


¢¢ DREPAREDNESS for the future is behind the 

labor movement of today,” he stated candidly. 
“We intend to see that when the after-war spurt or 
paralysis in business comes, the working man does 
not get it in the neck. For years after the war 
in Europe ends,” he continued, “the present struggle 
for world supremacy between the Central Powers and 


the Allies will merge into a struggle between all of 


Europe and America to fill the world’s bare shelves. 
Once more, as before the war, Europe will flood this 
ae and the entire world with the cheaper article, 
imperiling not only our trade at home but the trade 
we have established abroad since the war began. 
What will American business do in order to success- 
fully compete in this world-wide selling movement? 
Cut production cost, of course! And where does this 
strike first? Why, in the plant! The employer's 
first thought will be to over-tax labor—which will 
then be more scarce than now—and also the plant 
generally, while, at the same time, trying to reduce 
wages. This is exactly what we are preparing against 
now, when we are in a position to make our demands.” 

Upon a placard posted on the yard fence of a prom- 


inent shipbuilding plant, this warning to the workmen 


is given by the labor union: “Work slow. Slow 
down. This means more pay for you at less toil!” 

Naturally, curtailment of production follows. This 
is why employers are getting ther with the com- 
mon folk today in seeking relief from labor conditions 
which have more than reached the limit in increased 
pay and shortened hours of work,“ says the report of 
the investigating agents of the Federal Reserve. Here 
is offered some concrete testimony. 

Said a textile manufacturer: “I have orders on my 
books for eight months to come, yet my mills are run- 
ning at only two-thirds capacity. This is due to the 
independence of the workmen who, instead of taking 
advantage of the opportunity to make large earnings, 
are not inclined to give reasonable returns for t 
abnormally high scale they are paid. They take a 
holiday whenever they please have cut the work- 
ing day from six to four on Their pay envelopes 
during the past few months have been so fat that now 
they lay off for a day or two at any time on the slight- 
est pretext.” 

An automobile manufacturer of international rep- 
utation is paving increased labor cost of nearl forty 
per cent. “Yet,” said he, “instead of my men’s 
realizing that the present harvest is apt to be short, 
working steadily and saving money, they waste time 
and seem to be satisfied if they average net in shorter 
hours the previous lower rate of wages, indifferent en-

The best quotation he could get from the steel mills 
was five cents a pound for delivery within nine 
months. Regardless of the price, he could not wait 
so long. So he sent a man about the country in 
search of beams. In an Ohio village he found an 
available lot, although they had seen long service.
